Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 17, first paragraph of the paper filed 
11/3/03, applicant argues that FIG. 3 of Brennan is an intermediate product and that Brennan does not expressly teach that the upper 
layer of interconnect 310 being out of contact with any metal. However, this argument is not persuasive. In FIG. 3, Brennan clearly 
discloses the final structure of a prior art interconnect structure. There is no description of intermediate structures regarding this 
interconnect structure. In addition, FIG. 3 of Brennan does not show any metal contacting the interconnect 310, therefore, Brennan 
clearly discloses no metal contacting the interconnect 310. 
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
